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HEALTH OCCUPATIONS 



The health occupations class was 
a very challenging but rewarding 
course. It is designed to give stu- 
dents interested in a medical career 
insight and hands on experience of 
what it is like to work in a health 
care facility. 

The 1993 health occupations 
students spent the first two hours, 
every day of the first semester, 
learning basic nursing skills in the 
classroom. They were taught every- 
thing from making beds and clean- 
ing patients, to naming and know- 
ing the function of all the bones 
and muscles of the body. The sec- 
ond semester was spent at various 
health care facilities which let the 
students see what it is like to work 
in the medical field. Some were at 
the hospital, the care center, the 
public health office, and a dentist 
office. 

These students had the option to 
get certified as a nurse’s aid. In 
order to get the 105 hour cer- 
tification the students had to spend 
nine weeks at the care center and 
pass a test at the end of the year. 

In 1993, for the first time, the 
health occupations students were 



allowed to participate in Jasper 
County Hospital’s mock disas- 
ter drill. It was held to see how 
the hospital staff would func- 
tion during a natural disaster. 
The students posed as the ac- 
cident victims. They had make- 
up and fake blood applied to 
them at the school, in order to 
make the scene look more life- 
like. They were then transport- 
ed to the disaster sight to wait 
for the accident to be called in 
and for the ambulances to ar- 
rive. The hospital staff was to 
react as they would if it were an 
actual disaster. 

The students also spent a day 
at Indiana University- 
Northwest for their annual 
medical career day. They went 
around to different rooms on 
campus listening to people talk 
about the careers that they 
choose. 

After taking the health oc- 
cupations course, many of the 
students were more confident 
about their choice of becoming 
a health care worker.
